tographic unit crawled out in front of 
the American lines before the hour fix- 
selves in a shell-hole.

Thinking they were 
GermanM he snapped them hastily and 
crouched 
down in his shelter.

proved to be American soldiers going 
into action. 


"That wan the only picture I took 


that day," remarked the photographer. 
"I spent the rest of the time dodging 
from one shell hole to another. It was 
in that locality that I received an im- 
presnivo object, lesson which I nrn not 
likely to forget soon. I had not been 
under fire long enough to realize the 
advantage of a shell-hole as compared 
with other means of protection at the 
front, and seeing a nice baby tank out, 
there in the valley, broken down and 
abandoned, it occurred to me what u 
flno shelter it would make for the tak- 
ing of pictures. So I started dodging 
flown the slope, (shells were dropping 
fairly consistently all around) until I 
was Home twenty yards front tho tank. 
Just as I was gathering myself for tho 
final dash across tho open a Gorman 
high-explosive/ niisilo dropped into the 
tank and blew two of its sides out. 
After that I tttuek to the shell-holes. 


"My most artistic picture was taken 


on the Argonno front at 4 o'clock one 
fall morning. There was to bo an Am- 
erican attack,;.fold the preliminary bar- 
rage wan fixed for that hour. When tho 
time camo my camera was sot, and as 
the hour struck I pressed tho shutter. 
So perfectly 
timed was tho artillery 


fire that every gun burst forth at tho 
name moment. The picture showed a 
streak of light r u n n i n g down the artil- 
lery

as the eye could 


reach.'' 


Tho work of the signal corps photo- 


graphers nt the front was for n four- 
fold purpose—to furnish special news 
pictures for American newspapers and 
maga/iries, to secure material for pro- 
paganda work, and to provide an his- 
torical record of America's participa- 
tion ill ilcO Will'. 


The news and propaganda pictures, 


both move and still, wore released to 
thi 1 public through the medium of a 
film editor in the laboratory at Paris, 
whoso duly it was to see that nothing 
was given out thai might bo of assist- 
ance to the enemy. The technical and 
historical pictures form a part of the 
archives of tho war department, and 
will be preserved for military purposes.

Casualties Still Occur 


In Aerial Service

Neuwicd, Germany, 


March 1, 1919. 


Dear Father: 


If 7011 are expecting me to return to 


the U. S. A. very shortly, you are going 
to be disappointed. • I have stopped fig- 
uring now on -'when I will get away. 
1 would be glad to.leave this country 
and got back, but I cannot see any 
prospect of it for the next few mouths 
at least. 


I hayo been in command of the third 


corps air service for the past six weeks, 
in tho .absence of a major who was de- 
tailed hero for tho job. It is likely jhat 
I will be kept here in that capacity 
for somo time to. come. Wo havo rather 
an extensive program of training with 
tho divisions on hand at present, so 
that I have considerable work ahead 
of mo. It is difficult to plan on just 
what you will do in the future when 
your time at present is so definitely oc- 
cupied. 


I had an opportunity to attend cither 


Oxford or Cambridge during the next 
three months on detached service. It 
was a .much coveted detail, and I was 
the only officer from corps headquarters 
to get on. the order. 
Knowing that 


there was every likelihood of my being 
hero for nt least that length of time, 
I was anxious to get such a fine exper- 
ience. However, tho chief of nir ser- 
vice of the army argued that my duty 
to the army was to stay here in my 
present capacity, so my order was res- 
cinded. 


There aro inany times hero when you 


are very much bored with life and you 
feel thoroughly fed up with the whole 
game, but one of the boys at the 88th 
made the best of it when he remarked, 
"I suppose it is better than no war at 
all." 


I was down nt the 88th one day last 


week. I started down by car, but after 
going down to Cocht-m, along the Mo- 
selle, I found that I would have to 
make a detour over some very bad 
roads, so I got on a train and arrived 
in Trier sooner that way. It was very 
good to see the old squadron once more. 
They are a fine bunch and I miss being 
so far away from them. They had n 
funeral down there today for Lieuten- 
ant McCordic, one of the ojd pilots). He 
was killed flying u German Fokker. 
Major Anderson, the first commander 
of the 88th, and recently in command 
of the Coblenz aerodrome, wait killed 
eight days ago flying a Fokker. .It 
burned up and he could not get rmt. 
His funeral at Coblenz was very larg- 
ely attended. Six aeroplanes flow over- 
head and scattered flowers over the 
gun carriage, as we marched to (he 
cemetery. It in a shame for the boy* 
to get it now, after going through tho 
entire war. You cannot entirely elim- 
inate casualties in flying, and there will 
always be a lot of it dune. 


The 
third corps bor.se .-.how comes 


off the end of thia week. It will be u 
big affair. We havo arranged for tho 
aviation to take part. There will be a 


message dropping contest. The winner 
will be tho one who drop_s his message 
closest to a panel. We will also have a 
photographic contest between the three 
observation squadrons. They will take 
pictures of the show, then fly homo 
and develop tho plates and fly back 
With /iwienty-flvo prints. These will bo 
souvenirs for 'the generals and other 
high rankers'attending. The Sp'ud* will 
do acrobatics at the close of each days' 
events. 


The army of occupation haa'develop- 


ed athletics wonderfully. Wo have had 
somo fine football games. Last Thurs- 
day tho 4th and 89th divisions played 
for the championship of the third army. 
It was real football. Many old collego 
stars were in action. 


Today I sent Mr. Gard a map show- 


ing the coordinates you gave mo, locat- 
ing Shrank Card's grave. It is a little 
farther west than my old sector, whifch 
was just case of the Mouse. It is cer- 
tainly very sad for tho army to lose 


him. 
Ho was one of the best, and I can 


imagine that ho was a hard fighter, 
Gordon will doubtless get more data 
and 'possibly a picture of tho place. 


I do hope to got away sometime to 


visit. Gordon. Of course you must real- 
ize now that we aro a considerable dis- 
tance apart. It is difficult to get away 
just now, but I arn going to just as 
soon as possible. I would like to get 
back to Franco for a little while, where 
I can do a little talking. I havo not at- 
tempted to make much progress with 
this German language. I wish I could 
get away for a leave. Tho Riviera is 
very fine ut this time of year, and is 
much f frequented by American officers. 
Tho British and French havo the ad- 
vantogo of us, in that they can go homo 
for their leaves. I want to take my 
next leave with Gordon. 


I am very sorry to hear about the 


frost. 
Tho rigid Kystom of inspection 


you speak of will, however, prevent it 
from working so much harm, as hap- 
pened the other time. I have seen only 
orfo orange since I have been in Ger- 
many. They are not for wale here. We 
nrc rather limited UH to the variety in 
our food, but we got u very good ra- 
tion now. Our system of xupffly lias 
improved since we have been here some 
time. 


\V<: have hud a very decent winter. 


Fur several weeks we hud cold weather 
and tlic snow remained on the ground,

the period of the war with Spain Is set 
forth by Andrew D. White, es-nuibas- 
sndor to Germany, in his autobiogra- 
phy published by the Century com- 
pany. 


"On my settling down to the busi- 


ness of the embassy (1897-1903)," he 
writes, "It appeared that, the changes 
In public sentiment since my former 
sttiy as minister, IS years before, were 
great indeed. 
At thnt time German 


feeling was decidedly friendly t" HIP 
United States. But, nil this was now 
changed. . . , During the Spanish 
war It was especially virulent, their 
newspapers being full of statements 
and arguments to show thnt corrup- 
tion was the main characteristic of 
our 
government, cowardice of 
our 


army nnd navy, and hypocrisy of our 
people. . . . Various newspapers In 
Germany charged oitr government with 
a 
wonderful 
assortment 
of 
hlgb 


crimes nnd misdemeanors; but, hap- 
pily, In their eagerness to cover us 
with obloquy, they frequently refuted 
each other. 


"Thus they one day charged us with 


having prepared long beforehand to 
crush Spain and to rob her of her 
West Indian possessions, nnd the next 
day they charged us with plunging Into 
war suddenly, recklessly, utterly care- 
less of consequences. 
One moment 


they Insisted that American sailors 
belonged to a deteriorated race of 
mongrels 
and 
could 
never 
stand 


against pure-blooded Spanish Bailors; 
and the next moment, thnt we were 
crushing the noble nnvy of Spain by 
brute force. Various presses Indulged 
In malignant prophecies; the Ameri- 
cans would find Spain a very hard nut 
to crack; Spanish soldiers would drive 
the American mongrels Into the sea; 
when Cervera got out his fleet the 
American fleet would slink 
awny; 


American ships, built under n regime 
of corruption, would be found 
fur- 


nished with shuui plating, sham guns 
and sham supplies of every sort. . . . 
Against President McKlnley every sort 
of Iniquity was charged. One day he 
wns an Idiot; another day the most 
cunning of Intriguers; nt one moment 
an overbearing tyrant anxious to rush 
Into war; at another • coward fearing 
war." 


Pencllmaklno in Madra*. 


The government of Madras has de- 


cided that the experiments which have 
been mode by the department of Indus- 
trie* for the last three years In the 
manufacture of pencils have reached • 
stage at which the Industry should bt 
made over toxa private enterprise, 
nays an exchange. Arrangements for 
the sale of the pencils produced by 
the factory were completed In August, 
1017, and the profit and loss state- 
ment prepared by the auditors for the 
period from September 1, 1017, ' to 
March 3, 1018, shows that ID these 
seven months the factory made n 
profit of $1.094, which represents a 
return of a little over 20 per cent on 
nn nwimed capital of $16,220. Dur- 
ing, the same period the factory pro- 
duced 7,509 gross of pencils and sold 
8,200 gross. 
The factory has delib- 


erately been run on as small n scale 
as was consistent with the purpose In 
view—namely, the demonstration on 
commercial lines of the pro*»cct of 
the Industry. 
The factory produces 


black loud pencils lacquered In vari- 
ous colqrs, copying pencils, carpen- 
ters' pc-nclls and diary pencils. 
Ex- 


periments with red and blue pencils 
are under way.
